TO BOMB INVADERS

MADRID, Nov. 9.—(AP)—Span- 
ish Insurgents, sweeping all resist- 
lance before them in an avalanche of 
steel, drove to within 500 yards of 
Madrid proper tonight in the third 
_day’s assault on the capital. 

Their powerful assault was 

brought up by government defend- 
ers within 500 yards of the Angel 
gate and Toledo bridge leading into 
the very streets of the capital. 

The attack came down the Por- 
tugal high road through Caraban- 
chel Bajo after deadly artillery fire 
and four air raids drove the gov- 
ernment forces back two miles. 

Officials of the Madrid morgue 
said 30 mangled bodies had been 
carted in following the midday ay 
'bombardment in addition to the 
pullet-riddled bodies of 25 others 
executed by government firing squads 
Sunday night. 

The swiftly advancing Insurgents 
attacked the exirrusted troops: of the 
government forces in Moncloa and the 
University City area in the northwest, 
and at Vallecas in the southwest. 

Nervous government militia and 
street guards in Madrid kept up a 
day-long rain of slugs on every build- 
'jng where Fascist snipers were 
thought to be hiding. 

Homes of the capital were set afire; 
crumpled bodies were trucked to the 
morgue; shells and bombs sprayed 
stately government buildings with 
shrapnel.

CAPTURE OF BRIDGES 
S MAIN OBJECTIVE

Thousands of Veterans and 
Families Look to Service 
Officer for Help.

There is no Armistice Day for tens 
of thousands of Georgia men and 
women. For these the war has never 
come to an end, the struggie still goes 
on and there shall be no peace for 
them until they find eternal peace 
within the grave. 

These are the men and women who 


were wounded, shell shocked or other-| 


wise incapacitated during war service, 
and they are the mothers, the widows 
of those others whose life blood red- 
dened the torn earth of the battle- 
fields, the pulverized ground where 
the trenches lay. 

In hospitals, in quiet homes, on the 
streets and in the places of business 
we seg them, either totally unfit for 
work >r able to work occasionally. 

Cheatham’s Service. 

Arthur Cheatham, department serv- 

ice officer in Georgia of the American 


Legion and Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
was talking about these men yester-! 
day. He has interviewed theusands of | 
them in his work, that of aiding them | 
to secure their rights in disability al-| 
lowances and other government aid. | 
He is, in addition to his capacity with | 
the Legion and the V. F. W., assist- | 
ant director of the State Veterans | 
Service Ofifce, and it is due to his 
intense interest and untiring efforts) 
that thousands of Georgia victims of| 
the World War and the Spanish’ 
American war have been able to estab- | 
lish the justice and the legality of | 
their claims for compensation. 

Yesterday Cheatham told, in general | 
terms, of the dramatic stories of some’ 
of these men. Their names he could\ 
not disclose, because the things they 
tell him, as he interviews seeking a’ 
way to help, are as inviolable as the 
things one tells his doctor. 

Tracing of Records. 

But he told of the Georgia boy who) 
was reported made prisoner by the 
Germans and, after a lapse of many 
months, was reported returned to his} 
outfit. The official records, however, | 
did not tell of the seven machine gun| 
bullets left in his body when he was’ 
captured, or of the fearful privations 
and physical ruin that had been his. 
It took 11 months, with traeing cor-| 
respondence to the German war rec- 
ords, the British and the American, to 
this man’s claim. Yet, Ar- 
thur Cheatham did it and secured bad- 
ly needed financial help for a phys- 
ically disabled Georgia veteran. | 

He told of the widow, with four chil-'

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 
BY PAUL MALLON. 


HIATUS WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—President Roosevelt is going to 

play only thing things heavily for: the next two months—fish- 
ing and foreign affairs. This wil give hotter domestic issues time to 
:ool off. The next developments concerning internal affairs are ex- 
pected in the inaugural address, January 20, unless the supreme court 
throws out the Wagner labor act before that time. 


PREPARATIONS The impending Pan-American conference is appar- 
ently to be a trial proving ground for future for- 

eign policy. The way things shape up there will determine what world 

moves may thereafter be attempted. 

State Secretary Hull is supposed to be carrying to Buenos Aires in 
his brief case the draft of a treaty which would pledge the nations of this 
hemisphere to the present neutrality program of this country. It would 
place an embargo on arms to belligerents, seek to hold down trade with 
warring nations, outlaw undeclared wars, and generally move along these 
cautious and safe neutrality lines. 

But while both the President and Mr. Hull will be talking such things 
directly to the Pan-American delegates on December 4, they will actually 
be speaking to the world at large, setting forth what is to be the Ameri- 
can anti-war program, and inviting, indirectly at least, the co-operation 
of larger nations to the east and west. 

Advance work done on Mr. Roosevelt’s opening speech to the confer- 
ence is said to indicate it will be along the same line as his international 
radio broadcast of Saturday, but very much stronger, 


FORM The suggestion of an international conference of world leaders 

is now entirely out of the question. Mr. Roosevelt had to 
drop the idea for practical reasons. It met no encouraging response 
from the dictators, Hitler, Stalin and Mussolini, none of whom would 
care to leave his country. 

At the same time, the substance of that presidential thought has not 
been dropped, and will very likely take a new form. 

Just as a hint, one eminent New Deal authority says it wouldebe en- 
tirely practical for the President to take the treaty which is expected o 
develop from the Pan-American conference and invite Messrs. Hitler, 
a Mussolini and the others, in a friendly little note, to subscribé 
oO it. 

There is every reason to believe that some such unformed plan {1s 
behind the Pan-American conference and the unusual method in which 
the President and Mr. Hull are promoting it. 


CONSULTATION One thing which will grow out of the Pan-Ameri- 

can meeting is a permanent organization of the 
foreign ministers of American nations. It will be called a “‘consultative 
committee” and provision will be made for it to meet at regular intervals 
in much the same spirit as the League of Nations. 

There are good authorities here who foresee the prospect that all 
the nations of the world may also be invited to subscribe to this phase 
of the Pan-American meeting. 

The success of such a move would mean the creation of a new world 
peace machine, much more loosely organized than the League and 
founded upon much broader principles. How effective it would be de- 
pends upon how the details are worked out, but it could not be less ef- 
fective than the League. 

The situation now seems to be that the President and his interna- 
tional counselors are feeling their way quietly toward some such goal. 

They are not elated over the prospects of success, and have not re- 
ceived much inside encouragement from abroad. Consequently, they 
will continue for the present to speak only of, and to, the Pan-American 
conference while peering for hope beyond it. 


VINDICATIONS Everyone connected with the New Deal seems to 
consider Mr, Roosevelt's victory as a personal one 
for himself. 

Among those thus personally vindicated is Professor Tugwell, who 
hid his light under two or three bushels throughout the campaign. 
Tugwell made no speeches, but, unobserved by Republicans, he wrote 
— editorials which appeared in small country papers, largely in the 
south. 

Some persons, as close to Mr. Roosevelt as Tugwell, have been offer- 
ing even money that Tugwell will be back at Columbia University Janu- 
ary 1, but no outsiders will believe them.

HEALTH TALKS

COMMON MISTAKES MADE BY 
AMATEURS IN THE BABY 
BUSINESS. 


Every baby should be vaccinated 
against small pox at the age of four 
months, At this age vaccinia is a mild 
disturbance compared to the upset it 
may produce in a. older child. Many 
parents put off too long the vaccina- 


tion of the baby. 


Before the end of the first year the 
baby should be immunized against 
diptheria. It is in the pre-school age 
that diphtheria is most fatal and 
hence the young child most needs this 
protection. Too, many parents take 
no steps to protect a child against 
the risk of dihptheria until the child 
is ready to enter school—if he escapes 
infection up to that time. 

A great many young parents make 
the sad mistake of having an only 
child. Perhaps in half the cases this 
is not intentional, but one-child ster- 
lity, a common effect of specific in- 
tection which flares up following the 
birth of the only child and leaves ster- 
ility after it has burned out or aft- 
er it has made mutilating operation 
necessary. An only child does not get 
a fair break. Parents who are _ not 
blessed with more than one child of 
their own should for that child’s sake, 
their own sake and God’s sake adopt 
a sister or brother or so to make a 
real family. The place for a child to 
learn to get on with other people is 
in the home. 

Too many babies are coddled_ to 
death still, although a perceptible en- 
lightenment is slowly percolating 
through. A young infant has compar- 
tively more heat to get rid of than 
an older child or an adult. Excess 
of clothing or of cover or of heat in 
the room where the baby lives is de- 
vitalizing and.weakening in effect on 
the baby. If the haby seems happy 
be sure the clothing, bed covers or 
temperature of the room is sufficient. 
If the baby is cross and peevish, rest- 
less, moist of skin, the chances are 
you have the poor tike nearly killed 
with coddling. At any time if the 
haby’s skin feels warm to your touch 
you may be sure the baby is warm 
enough, no matter if he is stark naked 
and uncovered. If the baby’s hands 
and feet feel cold to your touch, he 
may still be nearly killed with cod- 
dling, for whea the circulation weak- 
ens from any cause the hands and 
feet are likely to be rather clammy, 
even though the infant be kept far 
too warm. 

Here let us shed a tear of sympathy 
for the wretched infant in waterproof 
napkin—and shame on his guardians. 

One of the dumbest and most harm- 
ful notions is that any food is ade- 
quate for the baby’s nutrition if it 
“agrees.” Thousands of infants an- 
nually develop scurvy or rickets on 
food that “agrees” perfectly. 

Your own mother or grandmother 
has probably forgotten just how she 
managed to save one out of three. Be- 
ware of her irstruction on the care 
of infants. And if your family doctor 
is any good at all, you will leave it 
to him to suggest a specialist when 
there is sufficient reason to hope that 
a specialist may be of any use.

A few years after Queen Elizabeth 
came to the throne, an English mer- 
chant vessel set sail for a port in 
southern Spain. It was called the 
“Three Half Moons,” and on board 
was a man named John Fox, who held 
the position of chief gunner. 


galleys manned by Turks. No war 
was going on, but there was bitter 
feeling between Turks and Christians, 
and pirate vessels were likely to at- 
tack at any time. The 38 men on 
the merchant ship fought the Turks, 
but were captured and put in chains 
to be taken to Alexandria, Egypt, 
where the Turks were in power. 


Later a ransom was paid the Turks 
to free the owner of the ship, also 
the captain, but no ransom came for 
Fox and the sailors. They were made 
slaves, and were forced to work on 
the galleys. Working on the galleys 
was a hard task. Just enough food 
was given the men to keep them alive 
so they could pull the oars which 
propelled the galleys .when wind did 
not fill the sails. 

During certain months of the year, 
when the galleys were not in use, Fox 
and his comrades’ were kept in a 
prison fort at Alexandria. With them: 
wee more than 200 other Christian 
slaves.

The years dragged by. Fox proved 
| that he could do good work as a bar- 
ber, and was allowed some freedom 
in going about Alexandria to work 
at the trade of barber and earn small 
sums. Another trusted prisoner was 
a Spaniard named Peter Unticaro. He 
had been a prisoner for 16 years 
fore Fox arrived, and “by good con- 
duct” had been allowed to manage a 
small store. One day Fox talked to 
him about a plan of escape. A few 
other prisoners, who also went in and 
out of the fort at will, joined them 
in the plot. 


Slowly the plotters collected files 
and took them into the prison. On 
an autumn day in 1577 the prisoners 
were told to file through their chains 
by that evening, and to be ready to 
race for freedom. 

A message was sent to the chief 
warden of the prison to “meet an im- 
portant Turk” at Unticaro’s store, 
While the warden was absent, Fox 
slipped to his quarters and obtained 
a set of prison keys. He armed him- 
self with a sword, and the other plot- 
ters also obtained weapons. Then 
they made a surprise attack on the 
prison guards, who were sleepy, care- 
less fellows. All the guards were 
struck down, or driven into hiding. 
The doors were opened, and the mass 
of galley slaves swarmed out and 
rushed toward the harbor. There they 
seized a large galley, and set out to 
Sea. 

; Two hundred and seventy men ¢s- 
eaped in that way. They sailed and 
rowed to Taranto, Italy. Seven Turk- 
ish galleys pursued them, but did not 
overtake them. When at last he got 
back to England, Fox told his story 
to Queen Elizabeth, and was given 
a pension for the rest of his life,

vailed there was “usually some loss) 


of open cotton in the fields, but this 
season practically no losses of this 
kind have occurred.” 

Delay in arrival of frost this year 
was said to have “permitted the ma- 
turing of a large portion of the late 
bolls which were in danger a month 
ago,” in the Carolinas and along the 
northern part of the cotton belt. 

Last year’s production was 10,638,- 
000 bales and the S-year (1928-32) 
average was 14,667,000 bales. 

Cotton of this year’s growth ginned 
prior to November 1 was reported by 
the census bureau to have totaled 9.- 
880,068 running bales, counting round 
as half bales, compared with 7,743,612 
bales to that date a year ago, and 7,- 
917.671 bales two years ago.
